efforts are made to enforce these 
notices. • 


The other companies have served 


notice on-the strike leaders that unless 
Kaiiiey's works are shut down withiiv 
a tow days, they will start up regard-! 
less of expense or results. The leaders 
arc becoming" alarmed, and \vill try to 
bring1 the Rainey men out. 


The movemejit begun Wednesday 


evening-. A large mob in charge of the 
organizers camped Wednesday night 
near the Ft, Hill works. At daybreak 
Thursday morning they moved on the 
works. After a short conflict, in whieii 
several were badly beaten, they fled. 
The shutdown at the Fort Hill works 
will force the Quincy plant to suspend 
work, as the Fort mil mines furnish 
both companies with coal. 


This mob is now encamped near the 


St. Paul works, and will make an at- 
tack Friday morning1. They will then 
move on the Cpchran works in that 
vicinity, and close them down one by 
one. Another large mob moved to at- 
tack the Moyer works. ' 


The company hastily collected dep- 


uties from all the other works at Moyer. 
When the strikers were ready for the 
attack they found eighty armed men 
pat-rolling the works, and they gave 
up the attack. 


It now looks as though all Rainey's 


works will be closed down Friday.

tho late Col. ^farJuel Chavez, Now Mex- 
ico's most noted Indian fighter, tellsan.: 
interesting story of the bij? fight with •• 
the Navajos at Fort Wingate in 1801, 
which was the cause of the turbulence . 
with that tribe dttrtng- the rebellion 
and which he witnessed as a boy. Don 
Amado was about twelve.years old 
then, says a Santa1 
;Fe (N. M.) corre- • 


spondcnt. His father was commander 
at Fort Wingate, where New Mexican , 
Tohmteer troops were', stationed to 
watch tlio Navajos and keep • them 
quiet. The tribe was' supposed to b« 
peaceable and friendly, but it WM 
deemed right to keep an eye on thffm 
and keep them from stealing stock, in 
which art tho Navajos are past mas- 
ters. 


Tho Navajos had a pony that they 


believed able to outrun anything on 
four leg's, and they were anxious to get 
up a match race at tho fort. The sur^. 
geon at the post owned a thoroughbred1; 
race horse, and a match was made he- . 
tween the two. Thero was a general. 
gathering' of the tribe around the fort 
for several days before the race, and' 
the Indians and soldiers were on the 
best of terms. One of the chiefs took 
a fancy to the colonel's son and made a 
present to little Amado of a pretty • 
bueksUin pony with white tail and 
mane. Amado was very proud of his- 
pony and rode him about the Indian; 
camp and made friends of the Navajos.' 


On the day of tbe race the Indiana 


and soldiers bet all of 'their portable 
property on the result; 
According to 


the Indian custom the things wagered 
were tied together and piled up,in a 
general heap. 
A soldier bet five dol- 


lars against a Navajoblanket, the coins 
were tied up in a fold of the blanket, 
a tag ivttached showing who were the 
parties to tho transaction and the 
blanket cast upon the pile. 


A shrewd Navajo rode the Indian 


pony tind a Mexican of the name Orti«. 
rode the thoroughbred horse. 
A one. 


thousand-yard 
stretoh 
across 
the 


prairie was hemmed in on both sides 
by a mixed crowd of Indians and Mexi- 
can soldiers. A fair start was made,' 
and the pony got away a little in the 
lead. 
Ho was only a sprinter, how- 


ever, and was no match for the horse. 
when the latter got fairly into hl»' 
stride. 
Tho Indian soon saw that thei ' 


pony was outclassed, and that he could j: 
not win by fair running, and so he re-, 
sorted to tricks to prevent the horse 
from passing. 
'Whenever the horse 


attempted to pass the Indian pulled 
tho pony over to that side just enough 
to get in the way, and Ortiz was com- 
pelled to pull up to avoid collision. 


The Indian worked the trick with 


so many variations that the horse wa* 
fairly pocketed all the time by that 
lone pony, and Ortiz became furious. 
At last Ortiz lost patience, and, when 
only a few yards from the finish' the 
Indian tried the. 'tricir 'again, Ortiz 
gave his horse the spurs.and plunged ' 
ahead. The big American horse rolled 
tlie pony over, but kept his feet and 
bounded across the line. The pony'* 
neck was broken and his rider wa* 
crushed to death in the fall. 


As soon as the Navajos understood 


what had happened they made a rash 
for Ortiz. Soldiers rallied around the 
rider to protect him, and In half a min- 
ute a free fight was in full blast. The 
soldiers got together quickly, and 
their fire was more effective, than the 
scattering fire of the Navajos, hut the 
Indians were numerous and made an 
ugly fight. 


Young Amsdo saw his friend, the 


.old chief, lying on the ground, wound* 
'ed, and he went to him. The old man 
was mortally hurt, bat he knew tbe 
boy and asked him for water. Auado 
go the water, sat down by the Indian, 
raised his head and gave him a drink. 
Tho surgeon came- riding- hy, looking 
.for the boy, apd saw him sitting he- 
side a wounded Indian. He snatched' 
Amado up by tho collar, placed him be- 
hird on the horse, galloped back into 
the fort and handed him over to tb« 
colonel, who had just been aroused hy 
the firing, and was getting out of a ' 
sick bed to take charge of thing*. 


The colonel told the boy to stay In 


quarters and not venture out again, 
and then he went to the walls and got 
the cannon into action. But the boy 
could think of nothing but his Navajo 
friend lying out there on the, plain 
with a ghastly wound in his breast, 
and longing in vain for water. So he 
filled his father's canteen and stole era t ' 
through the gate and found the old 
chief again. The old man was dying 
fast, and did not recognize the boy. 
Amado sat down by him, raised his 
head upon his knee, and held the can- 
teen to the bine lips. And so he sat 
and ministered to the Indian .until the 
life had gone from the body, and then 
he cried because the old man wEb gare 
him the buckskin pony was dead. 
. 


The thunder of the cannon, the , 


shouts of the captains and the yells of 
the Navajos had ceased, and only an 
occasional crack of a rifle told that 
eorae skirmisher out on the prairie wa* 
crying some long parting shot at the 
enemy. Not nntil next day when h« 
saw scores of dead Indians gathered up 
along the race course and on the pra- 
rie, and buried in a long trench, did 
».he boy understand that he had been 
la a. battle, and thatall tbe tumult had 
raged aroond him wh«n he sat by the 
dying chiefs side was made by hia 
friends, the Navajos, and his friend*, 
the soldiers, trying to kill each other.

Such prosperity as we 
have had has been duo'to the fact that 
we have free trade from ocean to ocean 
and from gulf to lakes. No where else 
on the globe is such freedom of ex- 
change between so many progressive 
producers with such opportunities to 
production. 


lu Europe, protectin's record is bad. 


Tho most highly protected countries, 
like Italy, Russia, Oormany and France 
are clearly behind England and Hol- 
land, where trade is most nearly free. 


Australia was making good progress 


uatil its different colonies began to 
adopt protective tariffs about ten years 
ago. The disease spread rapidly and 
soon all of the colonies vwere laid up 
with ik In 1802 a panic occurred, from 
which Australia has hot yet recovered 
and from which it is not likely to re- 
cover until its colonies again open 
trade with each other and with the 
rest of the world. 


In 1891 one of the Australian colo- 


nies—New Zealand—concluded to ex- 
periment-in another, direction. It cut 
off most of its tariff duties and legan 
to tax large land holders. A gradu- 
ated tax was laid on the owners of 
land worth f'25,000 or more. The larger 
the holdings the larger the tax. Twenty 
per cent extra was assessed on all lands 
in the hands of absentees. Improvements 
to the extent of 115,000 were exempted 
from taxation. 


John D. Connolly, our consul at 


Auckland, has just made a report on 
"Land and Taxation in New Zealand." 
Advance sheets of his report, published 
by the state department on March 15, 
are most interesting reading to all who 
are anxious to improve the conditions 
of mankind. Mr. Connolly begins by 
saying that "in the matter of taxation 
New Zealand excels as compared with 
the other Australian colonies, and per- 
haps with many older countries." In- 
stead of the country being ruined 
financially,as most of,the moneyed men 
there said it would be, its credit is bet- 
ter to-day on the London money.mar- 
ket than is that of any other colony of 
Australasia." Large holdings of land 
are diminishing and opportunities to 
employment are thrown open to the 
people. Thousands are flocking there 
from protection-ridden Australia. 
In 


short, New Zealand is prosperous, and 
prosperous at a time when not only her 
nearest 
neighbors 
are in a most 


wretched condition, but when, all of 
the civilized world is> in the dumps. 


There are no effects without caxises. 


It will pay our citizens to study the 
causes of New Zealand's unusual pros- 
perity.

Small Panning in the I'Jnst. 


An association of farmers in Kent 


county, on the eastern shore of Mary- 
land, has sent a committee to investi- 
gate the profits of market gardening, 
or truck farming, as the phrase is, in 
Lancaster county, 1'a. The committee 
returned to report having seen one 
farm of eighty acres from half of which 
a market gardener sold yearly sixteen 
thousand dollars'worth of fruits and 
vegetables, and another farm of twen- 
ty acres that yields a gross sum of. 
eight thousand dollars par year1. An- 
other market gardener had a profit of 
six thousand dollar* yoarly from six 
acres, and st.ill another sells from fif- 
teen to twenty thousand dollars' worth 
of products from ninety acres. The 
committee urges th« members of the 
association to givir up peach culture 
and take to market gardening. Such 
a change of policy means almost a so- 
cial revolution in a community of aris- 
tocratic tradition, where lands have 
been long in family possession and 
where land holding is a badge of re- 
spectability. It means the substitu- 
tion of small culture for Inrge. and the 
breaking up of large holdings, because 
few land owners have sufficient capi- 
tal! to undertake market gardening on 
a great scale- 


Vale World's Fair. 


All the big world's fair buildings 


were sold at private sale by the South 
park commissioners at Chicago the 
other day. L. C. Garrctt, a St. Louis 
contractor, bought the lot for seventy- 
five thousand five hundred dollars. 
This purchase includes tlif great Man- 
Tifactnres building. Machinery hull 
and the buildings of Administration, 
Electricity. Mines. Agriculture. Fish- 
eries and Transportation. The only 
structures not named in the purchase 
are the Art building, now the property 
of the Field Columbian museum: the 
Convent T.a liabida. the two service 
buildings, into which the exposition 
building has gathered its effects, anil 
the Forestry building. The purchaser 
expects to begin the demolition of the 
buildings at the north end of Jackson 
park at once. Chicago men who had j 
made offers for the buildings are said 
a be complaining of alleged unfair 


! treatment. 


WAGES AND THE TARIFF. 


TurtlTit Do Not Regulate tlm Trice of Lnbor 


—An Kxttmplo. 


Senator Smith speaks of "the neces- 


sity of maintaining American wages," 
implying that a tariff does that. Is 
the senator then so ignorant? lie need 
onls' look at our own country, where 
absolute free trade over au immenso 
nrea of the earth's surface exists, to seo 
the absurdity of the claim that a high 
wage country must have its wages main- 
tained by a tariff against a low wage 
country. 


In our own country do the high wages 


of the north necessitate; a tariff against 
the south on account of the lowor 
wages ot the latter section? Does the 
west, with its higher wages need pro- 
tection from the east to maintain that 
wage rate? Absolute free trade exists 
between eastern and western Pennsyl- 
vania, yet in the latter section puddlera 
get $4.50 per ton, while in the former 
j>>eality they only get $2.50 per ton. 
Will the senator kindly explain how 
western Pennsylvania can maintain its 
wage rate in free competition with the 
cheap pauper labor of eastern Pennsyl- 
vania? England pays iO per cent, 
higher wages than Germany, yet al- 
lows German goods to come in free of 
duty, and yet without any reduction in 
wages to the German level. How is 
this, senator? Or again, senator, how 
do you explain the fact that American 
farmers pay twice the wages that 
European fanners -pay and four or five 
times the wages that Indian farmers 
pay, and yet sell their grain in Liver- 
pool in competition with the world? 
Is it the tariff? 


The fact is, Senator Smith doesn't 


know what he is talking about. Wages 
do not depend \ipon tariffs. They de- 
pend upon the natural resources of a 
country, on the skill and energy of tho 
laborers and upon the density of tho 
population. In an almost desert coun- 
try wages would be low either under 
free trade or under protection, while 
in u country rich in agricultural and 
mineral resources, possessing a climate 
conducive to human energy and a pop- 
ulation pressing but lightly upon these 
natural resources, wages would be high 
under either policy, and the reason the 
high-wage country can produce as 
cheaply as the low-wage country is be- 
cause of the very natural advantages 
that make the high wa'gcs possible 
Pittsburgh, for instance, can pay $4.50 
per ton for puddling1 and compete with 
eastern Pennsylvania, where only SU.50 
is paid, because Pittsburgh has natural 
advantages (proximity to raw material, 
etc.,) over eastern Pennsylvania, .lust 
so eastern Pennsylvania with free trade 
can compete with Europe. 


The 3,000 miles of ocean which the 


foreigner must traverse with his goods 
is a great natural advantage to the 
American manufacturer—so great an 
advantage that if the foreign manu- 
facturers got their labor for absolutely 
nothing, and in addition to this got 
each laborer to pay them 50 cents a 
day for the privilege of working for 
them, still—in most branches of iron- 
making, for instance—these foreign 
manufacturers could not overcome this 
natural disadvantage to them of 3.000 
miles oi ocean freight and insurance 
and land their goods in this country as 
cheaply as we can produce them (pay- 
ing existing rates of wages) with raw 
materials free of duty here.

war, what is she to do with her prize, 
asks the Philadelphia Times. In the 
old days of wooden walls there was no 
difficulty in the practice. If the cap- 
nred ship could float a prize crew was 
nit aboard and all practicable sail was 
made for the nearest friendly port, 
while the victor continued on her 
sruise; or, if both ships were badly in- 
ured, both put into harbor. But now- 
adays the position of a prize crew 
vould be far from commanding1. The 
captured vessel could'not be managed 
by her captors—she would have to re- 
main in charge of her own engineers 
and her own firemen, and the victors, 
nstead of sailing-tho ship, while the 
prisoners remained 
under 
hatches, 


would be reduced to the status of a po- 
ice, and thus would the opportunity 
or a recapture be greatly increased. 
For, while iu the old days the entire 
captured crew were disarmed and im- 
jrisoned, tlie noncombatants of a cap- 
tured battle ship would have to be 
fiven their liberty, practically speak 
ng", and much might be accomplished 
jy a couple of second engineers with 
their wits about them. For instance, 
would it bo so difficult to superinduce 
a slight explosion in the port engine 
and undercover of the confusion to 
iberate' the prisoners? 
Again, the 


armament of a modern battle ship 
would complicate affairs. 
Relatively 


;o the powers'of a machine gun the 
prize crew would be greatly dispropor- 
.ionate in strength, since the chances 
for the prisoners to obtain control of 
one of these engines would be in- 
creased by the freedom of their non- 
combatants. 
_ 


Altogether the number of men re- 


quired for police duty on a captive bat- 
;le ship would be very large, and a vic- 
arious ship would have to reduce the 
efficiency of her own gun crews to an 
unpleasant extent. It would probably 
be found necessary in almost every 
case for the captor to stand by and ac- 
company her prize home across the At- 
antie or the Pacific, as the case might 
>e. And this would be a double incen- 
tive to the conquered to effect a swift 
and noiseless recapture of their own 
ship, for if they did so one unexpected 
torpedo or discharge of a twelve-inch 
fun, carefully aimed, might very easily 


;urn 
the fortune of war entirely in 


iheir favor. In other words, and.not 
;o define too closely upon the possibil- 
ties of the case, the capture of ajbat- 
.le ship in an ocean duel in the next 
naval war will by no means ease the 
mind of the successful commander. He 
will have a leviathan on his hands 
rtiat it will tax all his energy and clev- 
erness to bring- safely into port, and 
ihere may TiefThoments when he will 
be tempted to lock up every mother's 
son of her engineers and firemen in 
the military tops and run her homo un- 
der jury sails.

Productions Four Thousand Team Old 


ShoTi- a Illuh Order of ArtiBtlo Taste. 
The glass hlowers of ancient Thebes 


are known to have been as proficient 
in that particular art as is the most 
scientific craftsman of the same trade 
of the present day, after a lapse of 
forty centuries of so-called "progress." 
They were well acquainted with the 
art of staining (flags, says the St. 
Louis Kepublic, and are known to 
have 
produced that commodity in 


preat profusion and perfection. Rps- 
sellini gives an illustration of a piece 
of stained g-lass known to lie four thou- 
sand j'ears old which displayed artistic 
taste of high order, both in'tint and 
design. In this case the color is struck 
through the vitrified structure, and he 
mentions designs struck entirely in 
pieces from a half to three-quarters of 
an inch thick, the colorheing perfectly 
incorporated with the structure of the 
piece, and exactly Uie same on both 
the obverse and reverse sides. 
The 


priests of P'tah at 
Memphis were 


adepts in tho frlassraakors' art, and 
not only did they ha.ve factories for 
manufacturing the common crystal 
variety, but they had learned the 
vitriiyinjrof the different colors and of 
imitating precious stones to perfec- 
tion. Their imitations of the ame- 
thyst and of the various other colored 
g-ems were so true to nature that even 
now after they, have lain in the desert 
sands from two to four thousand years 
it takes an expert to distinguish the 
genuine articles from the spurious. It 
has been shown that besides being ex- 
perts in glassmaking and coloring they 
used also the diamond in cutting and 
engraving. 
In the British museum 


there is a beautiful piece of stained 
glass with an engraved emblazonment 
of—the monarch Thothmes III., who 
lived thirty-four hundred years ago. 


Ash W«rinf*3r]ay.

Ash Wednesday is so called from the 


curious custom of strewing ashes on 
the head as a sign of penitence. 
It 


was probably instituted by Gregory 
the Great, who was pope from 590 to 


604. 
Originally the ashes wore conse- 


crated on the altar before 
mass, 


sprinkled with holy water; and signec 
three times wi;h the cross. During 
this ceremony the priest recited these 
Tvords: Memento quod cinis es, et in 
cinerem reverteria. (Remember that 
thon nrtdustand must return to dust] 
The ashes thus consecrated were then 
strewn on the heads of the officiating 
priests and the assembled people. The 
ashes were usually obtained by burn- 
ing the palms consecrated on the pre- 
ceding (Palm) Sunday.

Dies Ht Hi* Home, Near Mt. Zhm, Ky., Yes-

News was .received in the city this 


morning'of tlie death of'Squire* E. P. 
Davenport, which took placo at his 
home, near Mt. Zion, Ky., last evening, 
aged about (JO years. 
His death is sup- 


posed to be due to injuries received by 
fulling from a train on the C., P. >fe V., 
over a year aj?o.
